On the 27tb June 1964, a Police party which had gone for 
water to a water point near the cease-fire line in Jammu and 
Kashmir was ambushed by Pakistani from across the cease- 
fire line. Shn Pmam Singh, who was in command of the 
party, immediately ordered his men to return the fine. The 
Police party had hardly taken up positions when a hand- 
grenade fell a few yards away from the water point injuring 
one of the Constables. Thereafter the Pakistanis opened 
heavy fire with automatic weapons from three sides. Al- 
though very much out-numbered, the small police party 
retaliated vigorously. Owing to intensive pressure from the 
raiders, Shri Pritam Singh had to crawl under heavy fire to 
a better position from which he could direct the operation. 
While doing so, lie was lut by a burst from a l.MG and died 
at the spot. Undeterred by the heavy firing and the loss of 
their commander, Constables Kundan Singh and Jamail 
Singh continued their fight against the numerically superior 
force. Constable Kundan Singh was also hit by a I-MG burst 
but despite his serious injuries he continued to fire at the 
raiders with his rifle until his strength gave out and he also 
died fighting. Constable Jamail Singh stuck to his position 
and skillfully engaged the raiders with rifle fire. He not only 
prevented the raiders from advancing further but eventually 
forced them to retreat. 

During this encountci, Survshri Pritam Singh, Kundan 
Singh and Jarnail Singh exhibited conspicuous gallantry and 
devorion to duty of high order

On the 19th May 1964, an unruly mob of displaced 
persons from Thernveli Camp squatted on the Thcruveli 
Railway Station platform as well as on the railway track 
demanding arrangements for a special train to carry them to 
the Mana Camp. The District Magistrate and the Superin- 
tendent of Police arrived at the scene and tried to persuade 
the mob to disperse. Seeing the violent attitudle of the mob, 
the District Magistrate declared the. assembly unlawful and 
ordered it to disperse. When all other efforts proved futile, 
the Additional Superintendent of Police was psked to arrest 
the ring-leaders. At this the mob became rostive as a result 
of which the police had lo resmt to a lathi-charge. At this 
juncture, the mob attacked the police party. An agitator 
rushed at the Additional Superintendent of Police with an 
axe. On seeing this, Havildar Munuswamy tackled the armed 
man, pushed him away and undoubtedly saved the life of the 
Additional Superintendent of Police. In doing so, he was 
struck on the knee, resulting in a grievous injury. 

Havildar Munuswamy displayed conspicuous gallantry and 
a high sense of duty at great personal risk.

Tn this encounter, Shri Om Prakash Yadav exhibited cons- 
picuous gallantry by exposing himself to imminent danger to 
his life.

— The rules for a limited departmental 
competitive examination for inclusion in the Select List for 
the Upper Division Grade of the Central Secretariat Clerical 
Service to he held by the Union Public Service Commission 
in December 1966, are published for general information. 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union Public 
Service Commission in the manner prescribed in the Appendix 
to these Rules. 

The date on winch and the places at which the examina- 
tion will be held shall be fixed by the Commission. 

3. Any peimancnt or regularly appointed temporary Lower 
Division Clerk of the Central Secretariat Clerical Service, 
who on the 1st July 1966, satisfied the following conditions, 
shall be eligible to appear at the examination : — 

( 1 1 length of service He should have rendered not 

lesj than 5 years’ approved and continuous service in — 

fa) the Lower Division Grade of the Central Secretariat 
Clerical Service, or

Scheduled Cnstes/Tribcs mean any of Ihe Castes 'Tribe' 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castes/Tribes Lists (Modifica- 
tion) Order, I read with Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes Orders (Amendmcut) Act, 1956, the Constitution 
(Jammu & Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order, 1956, the 
Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar Islands) Scheduled 
Tribes Order, 1959, the Constitution (Dadra aDd Nagar 
Haveli) Scheduled Castes Order, 1962, the Constitution
